The annual spring spawning herring run appears 
as soon as the temperature of the water warms up. That 
rings the alarm of the herring's biological clock for the 
time to begin its pilgrimage out of the ocean and up the 
coastal rivers to return to the inland fresh water ponds of 
its origin. 

This is a truly remarkable natural phenomena 
classified as 'anadramous,' meaning migrating up rivers 
to spawn. 

In preparation for this sometimes long, hazardous 
journey, herring school up by the hundreds of thousands 
as a group effort to reduce risk of predation by being 
polarized in direction and reaction as a single organism, 
able to wheel and turn for a synchronized evasive 
maneuver.

It started as a godsend for the winter starved 
pilgrims of Plymouth in 1621, unexpectedly appearing 
with a cornucopia of protein-rich food, easily caught in 
existing Indian weirs. It became a dependable bonus to 
boost agriculture until, finally in 1707, magistrates here 
had to enact regulations to restrict and limit usage to just 
one fish for every hill of corn planted. 

Then again, in 1778, the spring run up the 
Schulkill River at Valley Forge provided sustenance to 
Washington's hungry troops and heartened their resolve 
to continue to fight on for independence. 

Henry David Thoreau was just one of many 
prominent observers of the undaunted and intrepid 
resolve of the migration into Walden Pond, bravely 
against all odds, of which only a small percentage would 
achieve the reproductive mission of their resolve. 

Thoreau likened their heroics to the embattled 
minutemen farmers who stood their ground by the Old 
North Bridge that arched the flood of the Concord River 
and were destined to reach their goal to turn back the

ebbing onslaught of imperialism. 

Llowever, all too soon, the age of industrial 
waterpower was to bring migratory obstruction dams to 
New England, some of which are now gradually being 
torn down to restore access for the marching legions of 
spawning migration. 

In the meantime, construction programs of 
alternate fish ladders by fisheries have provided passage 
around high dams, with constructing incremental and 
gradual series of smaller waterfalls with pools, rising up 
like the locks of a canal and quite successful in restoring 
the life cycle of fish freedom of movement.

The Herring Do Swim...

The annual cycle of the herring's return to 
Snipatuit Pond has reached its apex at this point in the 
season, but the herring continue to trickle up and then 
back down the multiple steps just at the beginning of the 
Mattapoisett River at Snipatuit Pond. 

Every morning. Herring Inspector David Watling 
Jr. parks his pick-up truck down at the end of a long dirt 
road to an undisclosed location at the base of Snipatuit 
Pond. From there, he hikes through the towering pines to 
where water fed from the banks of Snipatuit Pond flows 
down the concrete steps towards the ocean. These steps 
mark the final hurdle in the herring's return home to 
spawn in the very place where the herring itself was born. 

Watling keeps careful track of the herring 
count, both as herring inspector and as Vice President of 
Alewives Anonymous, an association founded in 1984 
that "encourages, promotes, and supports efforts to 
preserve and increase the alewife fishery resources of the

Mattapoisett River. 

Watling's father, William Watling, founded 
Alewives Anonymous, and Watling has followed in his 
father's footsteps as herring inspector since 1993. 

"When my father died, I took over his position," 
said Watling. 

On Monday, April 24, the sun unencumbered 
by clouds created the aroma of warming pine needles 
and the refreshing scent of the water of Snipatuit Pond 
evaporating into the fresh air around us. 

The Snipatuit Pond herring count is one of two 
locations inspected by Watling daily, beginning April 16 
until just before Memorial Day when the wooden planks 
at the herring steps are removed, flooding the river in 
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time for the boat race. The other location is at Leonard's 
Pond. Watling then takes a trip over to the Mattapoisett 
River landing in Mattapoisett off Route 6 to visually 
inspect the herring highway, so to speak. 

As of Monday, 12,754 herring have passed 
through the Snipatuit Pond counter, which doesn't count 
herring, per se; what the counter senses is a change in the 
conductivity of the water as the herring swim upstream 
and then eventually back downstream. 

"Right now are the perfect conditions for the 
fish," Watling remarked, his clipboard in hand looking 
over the spreadsheet of data that he keeps for the town 
and for the Alewives Anonymous group, and which he 
also shares with the Buzzards Bay Coalition. The water

level was high and the water temperature right for the 
time of year. 

That past Saturday through Sunday, said Watling, 
between 2,000 and 3,000 herring had swum up into the 
pond, according to his data. 

That may sound like a lot, but these numbers are, 
in fact, drastically low. Last year by the end of the season, 
Watling had counted around 18,000 alewives, evidence 
of the 25% decline in fish annually since 2000 when the 
count was 134,000. 

"So we're a little bit behind this year," said 

Watling. 

Once the data is entered and the white metal 
box closed and secured, Watling gets down on his knees, 
crouching over the water to pull out leaves and debris 
from the thatched metal - the same kind used for lobster 
traps - to keep the steps open and flowing for the herring. 
If a herring becomes trapped, it will continue its struggle 
forward until the waterway is opened up again. 

"They'll beat themselves up trying to get up," 
said Watling. 

As the crow flies, the mouth of the Mattapoisett 
River estuary is only about six miles, but Watling 
estimates the river winds for about 14 miles, ocean to 
pond. 

The herring have been making this journey likely 
for thousands of years, and where the herring do swim, 
you'll find Watling there waiting and watching for the 
yearly return of the ancient ale wife. 


Bike Path Construction Slated for November 2018

It's been 24 years since the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
Committee began the very long, very complicated process 
of planning a pedestrian and bicycling path through 
Mattapoisett. But now the light at the end of that path is 
very bright. 

The committee along with members of the 
Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path have been dotting 
all the i's and crossing all the t's as engineering plans for 
Phase IB went to 100 percent design. This second piece of 
the pathway between Mattapoisett Neck Road and Depot

signs are

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Street is a critical one for the eventual connection between 
Mattapoisett, Marion, and beyond. 

During a Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
meeting on April 19, Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne reported on information he had secured from the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation, the agency 
that will ultimately build Phase IB. 

''The transportation improvement plan (TIP) has 
put projects into a five-year capital plan and that was 
ratified by metro planning. Mattapoisett is slated for 2018. 
Things are looking very good," Gagne told the committee. 

In a follow-up with Bike Path Committee 
Chairman Steven Kelleher, a man whose perseverance 
for over two decades has helped steer the path towards 
reality, said, "I'm presently in receipt of a draft from 
the Regional Transportation Improvement project. 
Mattapoisett is on there for 2018 and 2019." 

Securing TIP funding has been a major goal for 
the Town as projected costs have soared, thus making 
a project of this scope out of reach for the Town. When 
asked how much funding the state program will provide, 
Kelleher was reticent to disclose. "I don't want to jinx 
things," he said with a chuckle. 

The committee is now waiting for the 21-day 
public comment phase to close and then it looks like 
smooth cycling towards a construction start date. 

Bonne DeSousa, chairman of the Friends of the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path, was very pleased. 

"We started Phase IB in May 2009," DeSousa 
stated. Now, with the project nearing reality she breathed 
a sigh of relief. "In January, things were looking very good 
for full funding." She confirmed that $4 million was the 
estimated construction cost and associated state funding. 

DeSousa said, however, "We don't build the bike 
path - that is under Mass DOT administration." Thus, 
construction scheduling will not be under the control of 
the Town, she clarified. In spite of that, Gagne, Kelleher, 
and DeSousa all confirmed that a November 2018 start 
date is anticipated. 

According to DeSousa, construction will most 
likely take two years to complete, but when it's done, 

"Oh, there will most definitely be a celebration!" 
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The Town Meeting warrant includes an article 
asking voters to authorize the selectmen to complete 
easement agreements where necessary for the path, 
including any monies that may be needed for legal costs 
and other associated fees. 

DeSousa has turned her focus to areas where she 
can make a difference to the entire South Coast Bikeway, 
a chain of pathways that will ultimately connect Swansea, 
Somerset, Fall River, Westport, Dartmouth, New Bedford, 
Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, Marion, and Wareham. One 
of her focuses will be on 'soft trails,' cleared navigable 
unpaved trails. 

"We'll be looking at a soft trail between Acushnet 
Road and Park Street," DeSousa said, believing that to 
be not only an important piece in bringing the bike path 
closer to a connection with Marion in the industrial park 
area, but also something that can be accomplished locally. 
She said that once a trail is established off North Street, 
it's just a short half-mile "chuck" to Marion. 


When Creative Minds Converge

On April 23, J. Peter Bergman, director of 
communications at Arrowhead, the home of Herman 
Melville, pulled back the curtain of time on both Melville 
and Edna St. Vincent Millay in his presentation at the 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library. 

Bergman has been deeply immersed in the lives

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of both authors for decades, including his involvement 
with the Millay Society located at the writer's homestead, 
Steepletop, in New York. 

Bergman's deep knowledge of both artists has 
inspired his unique perspective that Millay may just be 
Melville reincarnated. 

During his hour-long presentation while 
sprinkling the talk with passages from works by both, he 
drew the audience into his rationale - for Bergman, the 
similarities in the two artists' history and writing styles 
isn't coincidence. 

Melville was born in 1819 in New York City to a 
family that lived a comfortable lifestyle. But fate would 
see the family fall into poverty when his father died. 
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forcing Melville to leave school to help support them. 

Millay, born in 1892 in Rockland, Maine, would 
suffer a similar fate when her father and mother divorced. 
Millay became responsible for the care of her siblings. 

In spite of their struggles, Bergman pointed to 
their early writing, brilliance, success, and critical flops. 

Melville, whose well-known book Mohy Dick, 
originally simply titled The Whale, was a complete 
disaster, one he would never recover from in life. 

Bergman placed the blame for Melville's critical 
crucifixion on Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

Melville's admiration for Hawthorne was such 
that he dedicated Moby Dick to him. But Hawthorne, 
according to Bergman, had just published the successful 
Scarlet Letter and was working on The House of the Seven 
Gables when Moby Dick was published. Hawthorne wasn't 
interested in sharing the limelight. 

Bergman said that Hawthorne recognized 
Moby Dick's brilliance. With a few well-placed words, 
he essentially sabotaged Melville's creation, nay, his 
entire career. Moby Dick sank in a sea of bad reviews 
spearheaded by Hawthorne. 

Millay suffered a similar fate when critics of her 
time lampooned her work, most notably by the scalpel 
wielded by T.S. Elliot. However, she did live long enough 
to enjoy renewed acclaim, not only among critics, but also 
among the reading public. 

Bergman pointed to those early successes and 
later failures as similarities linking the two authors. 
Melville's early work Pierre earned him great praise, 
while Millay's Renascence, written when she was only 
19 years of age, placed her high on the literary pedestal. 
And although Melville didn't live to see his Moby Dick 
rise to the best-selling book of all time challenged only by 
the Bible, Millay received a Pulitzer Prize in 1923 for her 
fourth book. The Ballad of the Harp Weaver. 

Bergman noted that Melville and Millay had 
similar writing styles and during his presentation asked 
the audience to try and identify "who wrote what" as he 
read passages from their works. Millay's "strong voice," 
Bergman said, gave her writing a more masculine tone. 
This writing style, in Bergman's mind, further solidified 
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the creative conveyance of these literary greats. 

Bergman also slipped in a bit about the private 
lives of his two favorite authors - their romantic lives that 
he claimed were similarly unlucky 

Melville, he said, ''...may have fathered two 
children with his neighbor Sarah Moore." In fact, Melville 
purchased the farm next door to Moore, "presumably 
so they could meet secretly in the woods," Bergman 
surmised. 

Millay, on the other hand, had hoped to marry 
a particular suitor but was spurned in love. Still, she 
maintained a lifelong friendship with both the gentleman 
and the woman he did marry. 

Of Millay, Bergman shared this tidbit: "She 
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Providing “Stress Free and Painless” 
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loved to garden and swim in the nude . . . well, she did 
everything in the nude!" 

"I think if Herman and Edna are not the same 
creative spirit, I don't know how they are so alike," 
Bergman stated. "They were both geniuses..." 

And one last similarity Bergman pointed out was 
based in numerology in which he placed credence. 

"Millay was born 117 days after Melville died," 
he said. "Those digits add up to nine, an auspicious 
number."

Town Pauses on ORR Fiscal Audit Article

on spending $5,000 on a forensic financial spending audit 
for Old Rochester Regional School District, but both the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
refrained from recommending that article on the Town 
Meeting Warrant for the time being. 

During an April 24 joint meeting of the BOS 
and the FinCom to review and make recommendations 
on Town Meeting Warrant articles. Finance Committee 
Chairman Kristian Stoltenberg said 'nay' to spending 
$5,000 for such a forensic audit, and the Finance 
Committee would not recommend the article. 

Right after. Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Brad Morse recommended keeping the article on the 
warrant; however, with an upcoming Tri-Town Boards 
of Selectmen meeting in three days, during which the 
topic of the forensic financial spending audit would be 
discussed, Morse suggested the selectmen refrain from 
taking any position on an article recommendation that 
night. 

Knowing that a subsequent Tri-Town selectmen 
meeting was imminent, Stoltenberg said to the selectmen, 
"I'm hoping you're going to be able to convince them to 
drop it." 

NEW CONSTRUCTION 
ADDITIONS 
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The Finance Committee also voted to not 
recommend another article to appropriate $6,800 for a 
fence on the property line between Rochester Memorial 
School and the Morgado residence next door to address 
the Morgados' privacy and safety concerns. 

The selectmen had been working with the 
Morgados and the Rochester facilities manager to find 
quotes for a fence that would satisfy the Morgados' 
request. During this meeting, the selectmen withheld a 
vote on whether to make the recommendation or not. 

The Finance Committee also held off on a 
recommendation of the FY2018 budget pending further 
review. 

A final draft of the Annual Town Meeting Warrant 
is still under development. 

In other matters, there are some vacant seats 
on some Town appointed boards and committees: 
two on the Agricultural Commission; one on the 
Historic Commission; and one on the Tri-Town Rivers 
Commission. Interested parties may write a letter to the 
Board of Selectmen for consideration. 

It was Greenwood "Woody" Hartley Ill's 
first meeting as a member of the Board of Selectmen. 
Hartley brought up a number of "old business" matters, 
requesting that any ongoing unresolved topics be added 
to the agenda for ongoing discussion meeting to meeting 
until resolved, specifically mentioning upgrading the 
website, ADA compliance in town, and the removable 
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filing system being considered for the Town Hall Annex. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for May 1 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

Mattapoisett Cuts FY18 Budget and Prepares 
the Warrant 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee 

By Marilou Newell 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne gave the 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee members a sneak 
peek at the Spring Town Meeting warrant on April 19; 
meanwhile, selectmen are still preparing to cut another 
nearly $200,000 from the proposed $25 million plus FY18 
budget. 

The selectmen had reviewed every line item, and 
"large and small items" were trimmed in an effort to bring 
spending in line with revenue projects, Gagne said. 

"Two and a half increase and new growth equal 
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$771,977," said Gagne, turning to new revenue sources 
including the tax levy. Fie also said the projected state aid 
increase would be about $64,000, while local receipts were 
projected to be increased by $85,000 over FY17. 

Gagne again pointed out that medical insurance 
was a huge contributing factor to the total budget, up 
nearly 11 percent. 

The dollars that fell from the budget bottom 
line included decreases in requests for office supplies, 
seminars and training, legal fees, and a proposed increase 
of four hours for the planning board administrator. Also 
cut were fire department budget requests for increases 
to holiday pay, sick leave buy backs, and uniforms. The 
highway department's request for an increase in part-time 
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hours was also culled. 

Yet, while the FY18 budget was getting a haircut, 
one department will see an increase in staffing hours. 

Council on Aging Director Jackie Coucci asked 
the selectmen to consider increasing her assistant 
Cindy Macallister's hours from 19 hours per week to 
24. The selectmen supported her request, a request she 
characterized as ''critical" in maintaining continuity 
of services provided to the community. Macallister's 
husband. Selectman Tyler Macallister, did not participate 
in those discussions. 

But FinCom Chairman Pat Donoghue objected, 
saying, "People need to understand the implication this 
has on benefits!" Donoghue said that, upon retirement, 
"She'll be eligible for health insurance for herself and her 
spouse." 

"This is liable to cost far more in benefits than 
salary," she argued. Donoghue thought it made better 
fiscal sense to hire another part-time staffer than increase 
a part-time person to a full-time position. 

Gagne reminded the committee members that the 
selectmen had only agreed to the staffing increase because 
Macallister would not be enrolled in the municipal health 
insurance program. 

As Gagne and the FinCom members reviewed 
the warrant articles, he pointed out that OPEB funding 
would be sought in the amount of $429,821. A sum of 
$25,000 would be earmarked for Mattapoisett's share of 
the ORR obligations. Gagne also pointed out that another 
article titled Regional School System Study, Analysis and 
Strategic Planning Study would also be on the warrant. 

This article will ask the voters to commit a sum of 
$5,000 in partnership with Marion and Rochester to hire 
a consultant to review ORR's "historical expenditures, 
revenues, and practices . . . for the purpose of providing 
policymakers appropriate data for sound fiscal, strategic 
and proper planning..." Gagne said that in conversations 
with Superintendent Doug White, he found him to be in 
agreement that, "...this is a good way to develop a proper 
strategic plan to fund programs. . ." 

The Mattapoisett Fire Department's plan to 
construct a new fire station will make another step in that 


direction if voters agree to an article that appropriates 
funds to perform design analysis including cost estimates. 

"The game plan is to start with concepts, then to 
costing, so next year the town will know and decide if 
they want to go to the full design" Gagne explained. Fie 
said it was feasible that construction could begin by 2020 
and that the town would most likely finance the structure 
with a 20-year bond. The article appropriation sum had 
not yet been determined. 

There will be a number of water and sewer 
enterprise fund articles along with capital planning 
items totaling $474,100. That list features $40,000 for 
enhanced security at Center School, roof repairs to Old 
Hammondtown School, two new police cruisers, and a 
truck for the highway department. 

The Crystal Spring Road solar array project is 
on the warrant as the town seeks voters' approval for a 
PILOT program - payment in lieu of taxes - that will help 
generate revenue over a 20-year period. 

Gagne said that another solar project is planned 
for Tinkham Hill Road across the road from the first solar 
project constructed in Mattapoisett. This second Tinkham 
Hill project will be an extension of the current permitting, 
stated Drew Pierson, director of project development for 
Blue Water Solar in a follow-up interview. 

Pierson said, "We'll have to submit a plan 
modification, but it will be an extension of the existing 
project out there." 

A fourth solar project planned on Crystal Spring 
Road adjacent to the present project is slated to be 6.5 
megawatts, Gagne reported. Pierson said that project is 
pending Planning Board and Conservation Commission 
vetting. 

Mattapoisett's Annual Town Meeting is scheduled 
for May 8 at 6:30 pm in the ORRHS auditorium.

With the public hearing reopened on April 24, 
Davignon presented the final plan. Issues related to the 
type of wood that would be used to construct the pier 
were resolved as Davignon said that ''green-heart" pilings 
would be used with pressure treated boards for the 
walkway, a change from all green-heart material. 

Other conditions previously set included 
protection to the marsh and barrier beach areas during 
construction with the majority of the work taking place 
from the water, albeit very low water. 

"It doesn't make good sense to me to have it built 
on a barrier beach," said Rogers, but he also noted that the 
project had already received ConCom approval and that 
this hearing was simply to amend the order of conditions. 
"We are trying to get as much environmental protection as 
we can," he said. 

Brad Fiathaway still objected. "This is crazy!" 
said Hathaway. He and his daughter Jane once again 
attempted to present a variety of reasons why the project 
was ill-conceived, including the presence of eelgrass and 
storm surge potential. But Rogers reminded them that the 
project was already approved. 

"The plan will apparently go to the State," 
Hathaway concluded, adding with exasperation, "...and 
the State has done a lousy job for Mattapoisett." 

Rogers responded, "The plan could be appealed. I 
would just as soon not vote for it, but if it goes to the DEP, 
we'd be spending money" 

Commissioner Mike King interjected, motioning 
to the Hathaways, "With all due respect, this is an 
amendment." 

Jane Hathaway countered, "With all due respect, 
while we can voice our concerns we will." 

The commissioners voted to accept the amended 
plans that included that all conditions imposed on the 
project are detailed on the plan of record. 

Jeff Youngquist of Outback Engineering was back 
before the commissioners with plan modifications from 
the Reservation Golf Club for repairs to a golf cart path. 

The commissioners accepted a revision for the 
construction of a wooden bridge over a culvert versus 
repairs to the culvert.

Wellspring Farm 'Jumps the Gun' 

Rochester Planning Board

Rochester Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson essentially told Wellspring Farm owners Jim and 
Holly Vogel to hold their horses before continuing any 
further work until the board completes its Site Plan Review 
of the therapeutic horse riding facility for children and 
adults with developmental disabilities at 42 Hiller Road. 

Before getting too deep into the public hearing the 
night of April 25, Johnson sternly cautioned any abutters 
present that the Planning Board would not be focusing on 
the use of the property - that was up to the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, which had already granted the Vogels a Special 
Permit for use. The Planning Board was only concerned 
about matters of parking, drainage, traffic flow, and 
screening. 

Johnson then turned to the applicants' attorney 
George Boerger and issued another stern warning 
regarding concerns the board voiced during the initial 
preliminary informal meeting that remained unaddressed 
in the Site Plan Review submitted to the board. 

First, though, Johnson said he found out that work 
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had begun without a permit ''accidentally." 

"I talked to the contractor . . . and asked him if he 
had a plan," said Johnson. "And he said 'no.'" 

Johnson said he sent the contractor to the Town 
Hall Annex for the proper application at that time. 

"It kind of angers me a little bit that you file an 
application with us, and we don't even open the public 
hearing . . . and work starts on it that really isn't allowed 
and isn't really what you're presenting to us [in your 
plan]," said Johnson, "...and tonight you show up and 
you don't even have that squared away." 

Boerger replied, "I apologize for anything that 
we've done." Mr. Vogel later took responsibility for the 
work and apologized himself. 

"The bottom line is, you jumped the gun," 
Johnson said. "I'm not sure why you jumped the gun. It 
took a long while to get to this night." 

Johnson again cautioned the applicant, "It's all 
one hundred percent at your risk because the Planning 
Board has the absolute right to rip it all up and restore it 
to what it all was and then rip it all up again and make it 
a parking lot." 

"We just want to move forward," Boerger said. 
"There's no intent to not work with the board. I'm sorry 
that happened." 

Johnson told Boerger a traffic study for 
independent review would be necessary, including how 
many vehicles enter and exit and the traffic flow.

Front Street Condo Project Denied by One Vote 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Developer Christian Loranger needed a 
'supermajority' vote of four members of the four Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals members present on April 
25 for his proposed project for a five-unit 11-bedroom 
condominium complex at 426 Front Street, but a 3-1 vote 
resulted in a denial of the Special Permit. 

The ZBA met that night for the exclusive purpose 
of deliberating the project, having closed the public 
hearing two weeks prior. No further input from the 
applicant or the public was allowed. 

A ZBA majority had determined that the 
proposed structure, which would expand the footprint 
of the existing house by 67 percent, would not be a 
detriment to the neighborhood and would, in fact, have 
benefitted the town at large with increased tax revenue 
and additional housing. But ZBA member Kate Mahoney 
was confident in her opinion that the expansion of the size 
of the building would not fit in with the current character 
of the neighborhood. 

Chairman Marc LeBlanc argued that the building, 
although it was significantly larger, was allowable within 
the bylaws since it would not be creating any further 
nonconformity. 

"I can't see it as being detrimental," said ZBA 
member Michelle Smith. 

"I differ with you," Mahoney replied. "I lean 
toward the fact that it is at least significantly more 
detrimental to the neighborhood. Its volume is just too big 
for that neighborhood." 

ZBA member Bob Alves said, "I don't think it's 
going to be detrimental by the looks of things. Once 
everything is said and done, I don't think it's going to 
look atrocious. I just think that it will fit." 

Betsy Dunn recused herself from the matter 
because she was absent from the meeting when the public 
hearing was first opened. 

The board deliberated for 42 minutes before 
Smith made the motion to grant the Special Permit, 
seconded by Alves.

Energy Committee Still Seeking Answers 

Marion Energy Management Committee

Business was light at the Marion Energy 
Management Committee meeting on April 24, as the 
committee continues to work toward successfully 
replacing the streetlights with energy-saving LED 
bulbs. Additionally, committee member Jennifer Francis 
reported on the pursuit of the substation connection for 
the proposed Benson Brook Solar Project. 

The confusion surrounding the billing practices 
of Eversource continued to swirl Monday night, 
compounded by the sheaves of paper that committee 
member Rob Fisher provided from town hall, copies of 
the Eversource bills and the town's accounting for the 
payments to the electric company. 

In order to provide Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson with a concise comparison of cost savings with 
the LED lights, the committee is trying to determine the 
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current per light cost of each streetlight. 

Based on the information Fisher obtained from 
town hall, the committee decided to send Fisher, with 
committee member Bill Saltonstall, back to town hall to 
sort through the bills more closely with Finance Director 
Judith Mooney or the town accountant, Kathy Kearns. 

Saltonstall related a conversation with Dawson 
in which Dawson stated, ''With Ever source's new 
consolidated billing, there is a list of summarized 
accounts, and when the town makes a payment, the 
money is merely taken off the top of the total the town 
owes, not applied to a particular account." 

The committee is hoping to procure the complete 
bills from Eversource to the town, where they hope to 
find a breakdown of the cost of rental, service, and energy 
cost per light. This information is essential to make the 
argument for the replacement of the existing lights with 
LED lights. 

Based on the committee's review of the limited 
information in front of them that evening, it appears the 
town is charged approximately $2,950 per month for 
streetlights. 

Francis expressed frustration with the pace of the 
resolution to the substation connection for the Benson 
Brook Solar Project. Apparently, due to the location of the 
project, there has been reluctance by the state to move 
quickly to create the connection. 

Francis spoke with Kyle Murray, the attorney 
for Senator Marc Pacheco's office, who said he would 
forward to the Department of Public Utilities a summary 
of the history of the Benson Brook Solar Project. Francis 
immediately provided the material, and she remains 
hopeful that this will keep the project moving forward. 

Francis also reported on the popularity of the 
electric car program in the town. The town currently 
leases four electric cars, and within a year or so will need 
to determine if they want to renew the leases, return the 
cars, or buy them outright. 

Recreation Director (and Selectman) Jody 
Dickerson expressed an interest in getting a Chevy 
Bolt, since it has a longer driving range per charge. In 
an email from Evan Melillo, who has been assisting the

town in the electric car program, he stated that the state 
grant program has been very successful. Its popularity 
has grown such that Marion should act fast if they want 
any more electric vehicles through the program, Melillo 
suggested. 

In response to the often asked question regarding 
the conflict of electric cars not running on fossil fuels but 
being charged by energy generated by fossil fuels, Francis 
responded that "One-hundred percent of our energy is 
from wind turbines, so it's a total win!" 

In other business, the committee expressed 
disappointment at the turn out at their sustainability 
presentation with Jamie Jacquart last week. Committee 
member Eileen Marum underscored the value of the 
talk for town department heads and employees, saying, 
"Those folks would have benefited the most from the 
information presented." 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for May 22 at 7:00 
pm at the Marion Music Hall. 

Menthol Cigs on Back Burner 

Marion Board of Health

It has been quite some time now since the Marion 
Board of Health has made any progress towards its goal 
of classifying menthol cigarettes as 'flavored tobacco,' 
but at the April 25 meeting, the board's intention was 
to reignite the issue and eventually bring it up with the 
selectmen. 

Back in August 2016, the board discussed draft 
regulation that would ban menthol cigarettes from 
Marion along with all other flavored tobacco and nicotine- 
containing products. 

Cheryl Sbarra, senior staff attorney for the 
Massachusetts Association of Health Boards, told the 
Board of Health members in August that the tobacco 
industry would likely sue the Town should they move to 
ban menthol cigarettes. 

The board subsequently received a number of 
letters form 'Big Tobacco' giants such as R.J. Reynolds, 
warning the Town that they would sue to protect their 
interests should the Town attempt to do away with 
menthols. 

"Tm not sure where we are at," said Board of 
Health Chairman Betsy Dunn. "We were supposed to 
sit down with the Board of Selectmen and discuss our 
proposed regulations. All that, I think, was put on the 
back burner." 

The board will invite Sbarra to return before the 
board in June to continue forward towards a menthol ban. 

In other matters, the board voted unanimously 
to oppose an Annual Town Meeting article that would 
allow dogs onto Silvershell Beach. Dogs are currently not 
allowed. 

"They mean to have them on the beach always?" 
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said Dunn. ''No way!" 

Health Director Karen Walega called the presence 
of dogs on the beach a safety hazard. 

"It's a horrible [idea] to have dogs running on the 
beach in the summertime," said Walega. 

Dunn added, "I've seen dogs go right up into the 
water and do their thing in the water while people are 
swimming!" 

Also during the meeting, the board hopes to 
pass regulation next month that would ban synthetic 
marijuana from sale in Marion. The board will have to 
hold a public hearing before taking a vote to adopt any 
new regulations banning the synthetic drugs. 

The next meeting of the Board of Health is 
scheduled for May 9 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 


'Every 15 Minutes' at ORR 

ORR Update

The final days before Good Friday held a somber 
mood despite the impending April vacation as ORRHS 
participated in the "Every Fifteen Minutes" program. 

Named due to the extreme 1990s statistic of 
someone losing their life every 15 minutes due to driving 
under the influence of alcohol, the yearly program 
spreads awareness of the dangers and consequences of 
such actions. 
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One way this was achieved was through guest 
speaker Jim Butcher, who gave anecdotal evidence to the 
senior and junior classes on the overall effect of drunk 
driving. The story hit home with the students, who were 
able to later retell what they had heard to the younger 
grades. 

''The speaker was a father whose daughter, 
Courtney, died about ten years ago in a drunk driving 
accident," junior Elise Parker recounted. "One of her 
friends was drunk and speeding while driving her and 
three others home, and he missed a turn and crashed. 

Only one of them survived." 

Junior Lindsey Merolla recalled, "He told us 
to consider what we're doing before getting in the car, 
whether it's drinking or texting, because there are people 
that care about us and our actions could kill someone 
innocent." 

The students who attended the assembly were 
visibly moved afterwards, some even tearing up as they 
walked back to classes. 

"His story was really sad," said senior Emily 
Ziino. "He talked about how his daughter was no longer 
'daddy's girl' anymore because she died ... I cried a little." 

This wasn't the extent of the "Every Fifteen 
Minutes" program, however. Members of the senior class 
had spent the previous day enacting the naming statistic 
as a student designated as the "Grim Reaper" wandered 
the hallways. About every 15 minutes throughout the 
school day, the Grim Reaper would collect a senior who 
'died' as a result of an alcohol-induced accident; the 
'dead' student would then dress in a black robe and spend 
the rest of the day in silence. 

Between the 'walking dead' and crime scene body 
outlines scattered through the hallways, the severity of 
the results of drinking and driving began to sink in for all 
present at the school. Many conversations reflected on the 
activities that had been used to spread awareness of the 
dangers of drunk driving. 

"It made many of us contemplate the harsh 
consequences of drinking and reckless driving, and that 
others may be hurt, too, because of our actions," junior 
Stephanie Dondyk said.

one million meters during the event. The outing was a 
fun opportunity for people to enjoy the beautiful weather, 
all while raising awareness for the importance of healthy 
relationships.

On April 27 at the Tri-Town Selectmen's Meeting, 
we may finally get to the bottom of the ongoing saga 
regarding the ORCTV takeover of the education function 
of the media program at ORR, vs. the Superintendent of 
ORR School District. The Superintendent was notified late 
last year that the ORCTV would no longer fund the media 
program. The present contract would not be renewed and 
will cease on 30 June 2017. This program covers about 130 
students encompassing all the schools in the district. Who 
authorized ORCTV to make such a bold move? 

What does ORCTV have to offer the schools? 
Where are the lesson plans? Where are the qualified 
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teachers? What certification and qualifications does 
ORCTV have to offer? When did you notify the School 
Committees, or were they in the dark on this process? 
Why should the Superintendent go before the ORCTV 
Board of Directors and beg for the program funds, which 
they should provide in the first place? 

ORCTV needs to fully explain their position and 
seek guidance from the Tri-Town Selectmen. It is my 
understanding, the ORCTV organization was established 
to collect funds from the cable companies and then 
administer the funds to various PEG programs (i.e.. 
Public, Education, Government). ORCTV has collected 
those funds, and to date has accumulated hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in CDs at Eastern Bank. The 
school district has always had a difficult time funding 
the program and hasn't seen a change in the funding for 
many years. The funds squirreled away at Eastern Bank 
should be available to fund some portion of the media 
program. Why should we be capitalizing Eastern Bank? 

Everyone involved in this saga need to get 
together and work on a solution, or, the media program 
is going to blow up and everyone will be highly 
embarrassed. This includes the Selectmen, the School 
Superintendent, the three town School Committees, and 
the citizens of the three towns.

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in debt. The Capital Committee's 10-year forecast of $85 
million appears in the Town Report. Considering $12 
million for Town House spending, the capital forecast 
during a 36-month window FY 2018-20 will be $42 
million. 

With changing Town demographics and an aging 
population, educational spending is significant with 48 
cents of each tax $1.00 going to the school budgets. The 
budget includes $10.5 million for education. The Council 
on Aging budget is $137,000 which is less than we pay 
for two Sippican School band teachers with six month 
contracts. 

The warrant contains an authorization for 
Marion's share of a Tri-Town independent review of ORR 
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A FREE CONSULTATION 
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spending. A similar review for Sippican School spending 
too should be considered by a future Town Meeting. 
School spending needs serious taxpayer attention and 
administrative realignment. 

Marion's current, forecasted and unfunded 
liabilities, obligations, commitments and capital spending 
are estimated to be approximately $170,000,000 or 
benchmarked at $68,000 for each of Marion's 2,500 
taxpayers: $34,000 per capita based on population of 5,000 
or 11% of your property value. This amount consists of 
debt $40 million; Ten Year Capital forecast $85 million, 
cost of future debt financing $21 million and unfunded 
retirement liabilities of $24 million net of the funding 
reserve. 

Marion needs to focus on what is needed in the 
form of basic municipal services, and not what special 
interest groups want; the province of private fundraising. 

The EPA has issued its permit ultimatum for the 
sewer system. The five-year permit now outlines what 
Marion will be required to spend on meeting wastewater 
discharge among other permit requirements. This will 
become very expensive for Marion and will trigger the 
sewer war over who pays for all this expense which 
can be added to the current Town House spending 
controversy. 

Last year, the Town was presented a $ 28 million 
proposal for a combination Town House, senior center 
and library complex to be funded by 2,500 taxpayers. 

After expensive spending on design work, this proposal 
was rejected as too expensive. Soon expect to see a 
special interest project proposal to make an Olympic style 
venue sports complex at ORR notwithstanding ORR's 
$21 million unfunded retirement obligations of which 
Marion's share is included in the unfunded obligations 
above. Grass seed should work well for Marion's aging 
taxpayers as a good alternative for ORR's field restoration. 

Marion continues to struggle with its municipal 
management. Gresham's law is at work. There is a short 
supply of qualified individuals willing to run for public 
office and to serve on boards and committees. 

May is an important decision month for Marion 
voters with Town Meeting and elections. Individual

by real estate taxes on the valuation of your property, 
water and sewer rates based on your usage. Look for 
robust increase in coming years. Forecasted amounts are 
continuously updated as new information is received for 
our Town's dynamic financial environment.

Dear Tri-Town Residents: 

Did you contact your elected state officials 
regarding the importance of funding education and, 
in particular, of funding regional school district 
transportation? You must have, because better proposals 
have been made recently. So, thank you. 

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts' House 
Ways and Means Committee recently released their 
proposed 2018 budget. In it, they recommend an 
additional $15 million more than Governor Baker's 
budget for education programs, also known as "Chapter 
70." Included in that increase was an additional one 
million dollars for regional school transportation (the 
Governor's budget didn't provide any new funds for 
regional transportation).* Even if this increase passes, the 
State will not meet its promise of 100% reimbursement for 
regional school districts' transportation costs (beyond 1.5 
miles). However, this increase does at least address the 
reduction that would have occurred if no additional funds 
had been allocated due to higher costs of transportation. 

(If costs go up, but funding does not, that means our local

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school is paying the difference.) 

In addition, both the Governor's and the House 
Ways and Means' budgets allocate an additional $40 
million for the "municipal aid account" to help cities 
and towns fund projects, which may free up additional 
resources for schools, if a town so chooses.* 

Don't breathe a sigh of relief yet, though. The 
process is not over. There are many other groups regularly 
lobbying for funding, so if education is important to you, 
you must let your state officials know it right now. Please 
call or email them to tell them your priorities. Contact 
information for all elected officials is available on the MA 
Legislature's website (https: / / malegislature.gov /Search/ 
FindMyLegislator) . 

Thank you so much for your continued support 
of education in the Tri-Town.

Rogue One: A Star Wars Story, Starring Felicity Jones 
and Diego Luna. Directed by Gareth Edwards. Running 
time: 133 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now on home 
video. 

Between regular ''saga" entries of the Star Wars 
franchise, we can now expect interstitial forays like 
Rogue One, which tells the story of how the Death Star 
came to have a weak spot into which Luke Skywalker 
so triumphantly squeezed laser blasts in the original 
Star Wars. This sort of "untold story" is symptomatic of 
the nerdish desire to explain everything, tie everything 
up neatly. After all, the question of why such a fortified 
super- weapon should have an Achilles' heel has plagued 
the world for some forty years. Now we learn it's not a 
bug, it's a feature, put there by clever scientist Galen Erso 
(Mads Mikkelsen), who has been pressed into service by 
the Empire to work on their big new Rebellion-crushing 
toy. 

Rogue One follows Galen's daughter Jyn (Felicity 
Jones), a hard-bitten young woman very much in the 
mold of Daisy Ridley's Rey from The Force Awakens. 

Rarely smiling, much less showing affection for anyone 
other than her long-lost daddy, Jyn is apparently nouveau 
Star Wars' idea of the deromanticized heroine, the brave 
and driven woman with no lovey-dovey distractions. This 
is fine with me, believe me, but the film's screenwriters 
(Chris Weitz and Tony Gilroy are credited) forget to 
humanize Jyn in any other sense. (Her preoccupation 
with running a mission to realize her father's plan just 
defines her in terms of a man anyway.) 

The story is simple — Jyn has to get the Death 
Star plans, which include where the thing's weakness 
is, into the hands of Princess Leia — and the movie is 
much more consistently and consciously a war picture 
than any other Star Wars film. Things blow up, large 
objects plummet and fly apart, Stormtroopers and Rebel 
warriors kill and die by the dozens. After a while, the 
combat becomes numbing, monotonous, locked into the 
technology from the original trilogy (the lumbering AT- 
ATs from The Empire Strikes Back make an appearance). 
Despite all this, the plot is needlessly convoluted, 
involving a variety of ragged grayhats who come together 



in the common cause of defeating the Empire. If there's 
a reason the extremist character Saw Gerrera (Forest 
Whitaker) really needed to be in the movie. I've already 
forgotten it. Rogue One starts wearing out its welcome at 
about the hour mark, and there's another 75 minutes to 
go; the movie, lumbering like those AT-ATs, feels like it 
stomps along forever. 

Some humanity occasionally peeks over 
the rubble. Everyone enjoyed Alan Tudyk's vocal 
performance as the reformed / reprogrammed Imperial 
droid K-2SO, who tends towards brutal honesty at 
inopportune times, and I liked him too. The ethnic 
diversity of the cast is a merit, including the calming 
Zen presence of Donnie Yen as the blind warrior Chirrut 
Imwe, who feels one with the Force even if he's not an 
official Jedi. Oddly, the Stormtroopers, reliably inept and 
fond of doofus small talk about the latest tech (someone 
on this production remembered the goofball Stormtrooper 
exchange about the VT-16 in Star Wars), seem to be the 
most relatable characters despite being cannon fodder — 
but then, almost everyone in Rogue One is cannon fodder. 

That's a potentially interesting thing to do in a 
$200 million movie that's part of a billion-dollar franchise 
— a nihilistic, die-with-honor war film. Here, though, it 
comes off as a little cold. Seeing all those Stormtroopers 
bite it, I was reminded again that at least a few of them 
could be like Finn in The Force Awakens, sickened by 
slaughter and in desperate need of flight and redemption. 
Rogue One couldn't care less about that, and cares scarcely 
more about the Rebel Alliance heroes. The people we're 
introduced to in Rogue One will never be seen again in the 
films (I suppose there might be spin-off comics or novels 
about them), their ultimate sacrifice known by few and 
remembered by fewer. Empire Strikes Back had its dark and 
dissonant moments (I still remember a post-torture Han 
Solo moaning "They didn't even ask me any questions"), 
but at least it wasn't depressing.

Deer Ticks: One Bite Can Change Your Life: 

Thursday, May 4, 4:00 pm. Lyme disease is the most 
prevalent infectious disease in Massachusetts and is 
now considered to be a public health crisis. In addition 
to Lyme, deer ticks can carry the pathogens which 
cause babesiosis, anaplasmosis, relapsing fever and 
Powassan virus.
